Colonel Antonio Ramos wus shot in the cit 
of Carzcas on the first December lest, for the 
erime of higb treason, iu pursuance to the sen. 

Ramos was 
former!y aa oflicer in the rayseti:t sersice, bot 
on the capture ct Caracas he went aver to the 
Calumbians, from whom he agein deserted, and 
was taken prisuner at San Juan de los Morres, 
fighting in the ranks of the royalist, 

T'he scat cf the Columbian government is to 
be provistonslly transferred to the city of Bo- 
gotn, heing the most centrol pert cf che union, 
luntit the capital, to be called *: Bolivar,” shalt 
ats future peried be built, agrecable to the fun- 
dameatal bew of the republic.

ings. 

On the 3d general Paez left Caracas with a 
formidable body of troops, for the purpose of 
effecting « junction with the foices of St. Mar- 
the, which some time ago marched from Mora- 
caybo. Their object is the capture of Foa Tor- 
re'sergedition, or at all events to oppose any st- 
tempt he may make to proceed into the interior. 

Consideruble desertiona were daily taking 
place from Puerto Cabeilo, to the republicen 
head quarters at Valencia. 

General Bolivar left, St. Fé in November, 
with a force of 9000 men, including the division 
of general Sucre, for the purpose of endeavor- 
ing to unite Quito to the otber departments of 
Columbis. 

Fhe Columbian Commissioner, Mr. Revengs, 
arrived at La Guayere on the 5ib instant, frum 
Spain, by way of Bordeaux. st which piace he 
Teft the other commissioners Messrs. Zeu und 
Echeverria. Nothing particular had trenrpic- 
ed relative ta his mission; it was, however, un: 
derstood, that things wore a favorable aspect. 
endeven Morillo bad interposed in behalf ef the 
Co!umbiens, and was a public panegerist of Bo- 
liver. 

Mr Robert K. Lowry, Consul of the United 
States, urrived at len Guuyra on the 13th No- 
vember last. 

On the 14th of November ihe genersl eon- 
gress of Columbia pussed votes of thanks separ- 
stely, to lord Holland, the abbe de Pradt, Mr. 
Spesker Clay, col. Duane, (editor of the Armeri 
Can Aurore) and to James Marrystt, and sir Ro- 
bert Wiison, (members of tbe British House vf 
commons.) 

On the 23th September they passed « law

Twenty und halt per cent on silks of all kinde 
from Eurupe or Arie, jewelsand preeings stones, 
ca:her laces of silk or thread, emtbriaidered band 
kerehiefs, ortifieial flowers end Feathers, ovking 
Kraotes, peofumery, esveucte aud scented waterm 
Ppices of ladia or other countries, dried or pre 
verved fruits, olives und capere, end all sorte of 
preserves. 

Twentv.fice per cent on shoes, boots, sil Linds 
of ousehord furniture, end resdy made croburs 
ad zarments, all furniture and ctensils of zap: 
per, brass, iran. steel or tin, tailow in mas or 
menufsctured, flour, salt mest, and all kiuús of 
foregn proeisions. 

‘Fhirty five per cent on all kinds of foreige 
epirits and other l:quors from the grape, cane, 
oc osher original materials. A'!l other sorts of 
merchandize, goods, and commercial effects, 
which are not erpressly comprehended in the 
preceding articles, shall paye duty of twenty 
per cent on importation, 

The foregaing duties are to be paid on the 
vatuations, approved in Carthagenu, on ‘he 22 
Ap:il, 1817, und the several supplements there- 
to, Uaul suitable alterstions shall be made, 

The rates of duties imposed vpon the forego- 
ing urticies, are only upplicabie to cargoes in 
Natinnal vessels, 

Those curgoes imported by foreign vessels. 
belonging to neutral and Friendly powers, shel! 
Pay five per cent more than the above, except 
it shall be otherwise estublished by particular 
treeties vf commerce. 

A deductios of seven and an helf per cent 
shall be sttowed on importations in Petionel 
Vesse!s, end five per Cent in foreign vessels com 
ing directiy from Europe toa port in Columbia, 
Preserving the proportion established above. 

The above went in force Ist January, 1822. 

By the Mercury we received St. Thomas pa 
Pers to the 28th ult, They contain no News of 
interest. Neither the first nor second Novem- 
ber mails had reached that island when the 
Mercury „ailed. 

An arrival from Aruba on Sunday brings ac

DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE OF 
TUE PEOPLE OF ST. DOMINGO. 
(Continued from our last ) 

With irrefcagable certainty, do we know that 
man relingui-hed the independence of the netu- 
ral state, in order to Porm a civil society, which 
could in @ permanent and anequivocel menner, 
protect his life, his property. and his liberty, 
three of the casdinul biersings wberein the wel 
fare of satiens consists. [u is in order to enjoy 
these rights, that governments are made wa 
Meti'nted ; ther juet powersar:se from the un.- 
nimous consent of the members by whom they 
"re constituted; hence, us soon as a govern- 
ment devistes from these essential ends, es soon 
25, instead of providing fur the preservation of 
vociety, it converts itself into an oppressive pow- 
er! it bebnves the people to resume their fa 
culties, to alter or abolish its form, end to mould 
enew another more consistent wich their ssfery 
end future well being. ‘I'hat governments of 
en old standing shou!d not be subverted, for any 
(rite reesons end transient causes, we do imme- 
dinte:y greot; prudenceteaches us to beer evils 
while they are tolernble ; but when they reach 
the atmast height, when experience itseif 
proves, thata government is likely to degenerete 
into en absolute despotism, then it were degrad- 
ing to free and rational beings, not fortwith to 
shake off such a governmeut, as dis metrically 
opposed to tbe lofty ends of its primeesl instt- 
tution, And who is there at the sight of these 
principles, that will not bo the very echo ep 
pleud the system which is this day adopted by 
the Spanish portion of Hayti? As many scour- 
ges and evils, end disaaters, as cou'd possibly be 
vomited by the bydra of de<patisin, as many 
more has Senta Domingo suffered during her 
shameful subjectivn to Spain : hence it is our 
primery obligetion, nay one vf the must sacred 
duties imposed by the love of our country, to 
strive with efficacy and by every means within 
our ceach, for that Felicity, which the metropo 
lis has not known, or is capable to give us as 
long as she carries on her prospects vf oppres- 
sion and tyranoy, 


We are fully satisfied that to obtain that fe- 
'iaity we have no other peth to pursue (han tbst 
oftheindependence. Wich this view we will hace 
lawsenacted by ourselves, congenia! tu the ge- 
nius, education and manners of the people, and 
adapted to our climate and geographical situa- 
tion; with this, will car matiaaal representation, 
with respect to their number, be made to bear 
perfect equality between all the inhabitants of 
these provinces, instead of serving to kindle die- 
cord between the various classes, as has been 
the case with the basis evteblished by the eon- 
stitutiwn of Cadiz. The judiciary power we will 
arrange in such @ manner, as will save time and 
ezpenses. without affecting in the least the equi- 
tubie adiministretion of civil and eriminal jus- 
tice, or withdraw the resources from this coun- 
try. We will be particularly sttentive to the 
education of our youth; hitherto so mush ne- 
glected, because without this all hopes of publie 
weal nre abortive. We wil app!y ourselves to 
the study ef agriculture, of the arts and of com- 
merce, ss the only and truest sources of the 
wealth of the citizens, We will adjust one re- 
venges on the fundamental dogma of not spend- 
ing more then we hare, or more than is compu- 
tible with our territoria} possessions.

MESSAGE OF TEIE PRESIDENT OF 
THE UNIPED STATES. 
American papers have come to hand this weck | 
gs late us the 224 ult. Aumroog the articles of 
interest which they contain is the Message; 
of President Manroe to both Houses of Con | 
press, dited at Warbington the 3dof December. 
Phis doeuinent is very Jengthy, aad embraces 
may topics cf interest reiative to the internal 
ecoaumy of the United States, but which we 
have omitted, as being of little er mo impor- 
tance to this community, coufining Ourserves 
principal!y to a view of the footing upon which 
America stands with other powers. After en- 
tering icto a comprehensive detail of commer 
cil relations, the Message proceeds :— 

Is iz ny doty to state, as a cause of very great 
regret, that very serious &:fferences have occur 
red, in «bis negnciat on, respecting the construc- 
tion of the Bih orticie of th: treaty of 1803, 
wherebj fooviriana was ceded to the Uuited 
States, and Hhewrse re-pecting the seizure of 
tre Apoiin, in 1829, fur a violation of cur reve 
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incidents ef à painful nature, the character of prou?s, 


which will be fu'ly disclosed, by the docuinents 
which will bereafter be communicated. 

The priaciptes of this system of revipracity, 
founded on the lew of th= 3d of March, 1815, 
hove been tisce Carried into effect with the 
kingdom of the Netherland, Sweden, Prussia,

France has ercited nut less surprise than con 
cern, because there does not eppear to be a just 
foundation far ìt,in either in:tance, By the Sh 
article of th= treaty referred to, it is sipulated 
that, after the expiration of twelve years, during 
which it was provided, by the preceding or 7th 
article, that the vessels of France and Spain 
should be admitted into the parts of the ceded 
territory, without paying higher duties on mer 
chandise, or tonage on the vessels, aud such as 
were paid by citizens of the Uaited States, the 
ships of Prance shauld forever afterwards be 
placed on the focting of the most Favored na 
tiaa. Bj the obrious construction ef this ar- 
ticle, it is presumed that it was intended, that 
no faver should be granted to eny power, in 
those ports, to which France shoud nut be 
forthwith entitled; nor should any accommo 
dation be allowed to another power, on cond! 
tions, ta which she would not, also, be entitied 
upon the same conditions, Wader this con- 
struction, no favor, or eccommodation, couid 
be granted, to any power, ta the prejadice of 
France. By allowing the equivalent, allowed 
by those powers, she would always stand, in 
those ports, en the footing of the most favored 
nation. But if thrs articie shouid be so con- 


tween the United States and the Portuguese do- 
minions, intersupted by that important event, 
has not yet been resumed, but the charge of 
internal adininistratien having already materi 
ally elFrered the commercial intercourse of the 
United States with the Portuguese dominions, 
the renewal of the publie missions between the 
two countries appears to be advisubla at an 
eurt!y day. 

Fe is understand that the colonies in Sosth 
America hare had great success dartng the pre- 
sent geer, in the struggle for their independence, 
The oew government of Co'umdia has extend- 
ed its territories and considerabiy euymented 
its strength, and at Buenos Ayces, where civil 
dissention had, for some time before, prevailed, 
greater harmony and better order, appear to 
have been established.

It will not be denied, that every 
nation has a right to rpegulete its commercta, 
eystem ast thinks fi, and to enforce the collec- 
tion cf its revenue, provided it oe done without 
an invesion ef the righ:s of other powers. ‘The 
violstion ol its revenue laws is an oifenee which 
el nations puuish; the punishment of which 
gives aa just cause of complaiat to the power 
to which the offenders betong, provided it be 
eztende:l io slteqsally. In this cute, every cir. 
gunmistance which oecurred indicated 2 fized 
purposs to violate our rcrenue laws, Ilad the 
party intended to heve pursued a fair trade, he 
would hare entered our ports, and paid the du 
ties: or had he intended to hsve cerried on « 
legitimate circuitous commerce with the United 
States, he wouid have entered the part of some 
other power, landed his goods at the Custom 
house according to law, and reshipped and sent 
them ia the vessel of such power, or cf tome 
v\ber power which might lawfully bring them, 
free from such datiet, to a port of the Uuited 
States. Bat the conduet of the party ia this 
case was altogether direrent. He entered the 
tiser St. Marys, the boundary between the U 
nited States and Fiorida, and took his position 
en the Spanish side, on which, in the whole ex- 
tent of the river, there was no town, ne port, or 
Custom house, and scarcely any settlement.— 
His purpose therefore was not to sell his goods 
to the inhab:tants cf Fiortda, bat to citizens of 
the United Stataz, in exchange for their pro- 
deetions, which eould not be done without a 
direct and pslpabte breach of our laws, Ìt is 
known that a reguler systematie plan had been 
formed by certain other persons for the viala- 
tiea ef our revenue system, Which mare it the 
mere necessary to check tbe proceeding in its 
cummrncemen!, 

Witb Sprin, the treaty of February 221, 1819, 
hes beed pordy earried into ervcution.

In conducting the fiscael operations of the 
year, it has been found necessary ta @ascy into 
fult efTect the act of the last session of congress, 
authorising a loan ef five miiligas of doilars — 
‘This sum has been raised at un average pre- 
miam of five dollars fifty-nine huodcedths per 
cent, upon stock bearing en interest at the rate 
nf five per ceot per anuum, redeemable at the 
option of the government wfter the first day of 
Janaary, 1835. 

Due progress has been made in the construc. 
tion of vessels of war, according to the law pro- 
viding for the gradual augmentation of the 
navy, end to the extent of existieg eppropria- 
tians, ‘The vessels sutharized by the act of 
1820 have ali been completed, and are now in 
actual service, None of the larger ships have 
been, or will be, launched for the present, the 
abject being to protect all which may not be 
required for immediate service from decay, by 
suitable buildings, erected over them. A squa- 
dron has been maintained, as heretofore, in the 
Mediterranean, by means whereof peace has 
been preserved with the Barbary powers, ‘This 
qsadron has been reduced the prevent year to 
as small a force as is compatible with the ful- 
fisment of the object intended by it. From past 
experience, and the best information respecting 
the views of tho-e powers, it is dietinctly un- 
derstvod thut, shvuld oursqaudron be with 
drawo, they wou!d soon recommenee \heir hos. 
tilities and depredations opon our commerce 
Their fortifiestions have lately been rebuiit, ann 
their meritime force increased. It has also 
been found nreessary to maintsin 8 naval force 
in tbe preific, for the protection of the very ien- 
portant interests of var cHtizerna engeged in 
commerce and the fisheries iu that ses. Vessels 
have likewise been employed in cruizing along 
the Atlantic coast, in the Galf of Mexico, on 
the coast of Africa,and in the neighboring eas. 
In the latter many piracies have been committ- 
ed on our eommerce, and so extensive was be- 
coming the range of those unprincipled adven. 
turers, that there was cause to spprehend, with 
out a timely and decisive effort to supptess 
th-m, the worst consequences would enzue.— 
Fortuoete!y, 8 considerable check hus bren giv 


ten to that wpirit by our cruizers, who hase suc- 


ceeded in capturing and de:troying several of 
their vessels. Nererthelens, it is considered an 
object uf high importance ta continue these 
eruizers until the practice is entirely snpprêss- 
ed. Like saccess hus atterted our efbor!s to 
“uppress (he slave trade. Under the flag of the 
United Suntes, and the serction of their papers, 
the tunde may be considered as entirely sup- 
pressed ; and, if sny of our citizens are evgaged 
in it, vader the (lags aud papers of other puw 
ers, it is only from 8 respect to the righis of 
those powers, that these oflenders e,e not seig- 
ed and brought bome, to receive the puaisbinent 
the laws infbet. [Fevery olber power vlbould 
adpt the rame policy, and pursue the vame 
vigorous means for carrying xt into effect, the 
lade could wo lengerextst.

tillo an his gew expedition egainst (he Lsthhmus 
of Panama. All was (uiet at Sauta Martha 
and the neighbourhood. 

‘Phe constitution lately adopted by the Repa. 
blie of Columbia is neariy a copy of the consti- 
tution of the United States, wiih ‘he exception 
that the president îs elected far seven yearsin- 
stead of four. He is commander ta chief of the 
army end navy, but when he tekes active com- 
mand the duties of the civil govern meutderolve 
on the vice president, 


GENERAL DEVEREUX, 

Oa the FÖib Noveinber general D'Everenr, 
who had been tried before «he high court of 
justice, for insultng the vice-president of the 
Republic, writing him an offer sive letter, im- 
porting a challenge, was honorsbly acquitted. 
The following, ace the pacticulars from the Ca. 
racas Gazette: 


* General D'Erereuz has been bonorebly ac- 
quitted before the supreme court of the repub- 
tie, for having written a letter to the late vice- 
pre-ident, Antonio Nariro, which letter was sup- 
‚posed to contain a challenge. ‘The facts we 
understood to be bricfly these: Mrs, Englieh 
having serious claims va the government in 
right cf her deceascd husband, b:igsdier general 
English, wha died în the service, applied to tho 
vice president Nar Os aud the comngress, then as- 
sembied ut Cucuta Neríie vut only refused 
touekoowledge her cluims, but used perscnally 
to Mer, Eugli h, very gro:s lantuage, General 
Di vereur, with that spuit which always dis- 
tinguiskest him, espoused the eouve ef this un- 
fostunate lady, and vemonstreten with Nerinu. 
In the course ef the contsuversy the challenge 
eomplained vf was given, and general D'Eve- 
reur was put under arrest by Narino. 





W'his detained general D'Evereuz far soms 
weeks from thearmy. [lowever, on an inquiry 
‚into the sfssir, which appears tu have originetes 

in a mi-interpietatiun cf the tenor of geners! 
D'Eysreux's letter to Narino, wiich was orig: 
nally wristen ìn Kinglish, uid truastated in:n 
Spanish, the congrers upproved highly of she 
course pursued by the general; and udmitt. 
ed the justice of the claïens made by Mrs. Eog- 
lsb, Nar:fio notwithstanding persevered in his 
prosecution of gensral D'’Lvercur before the 
supreme court, and the result has been his 
honorable acquittal. In tbe whole of this tran- 
saction, the president, Che illustrious Bolivar, 
the congress,and all the authorities of the re- 
pubiie, were distinguished for iiberality, a high 
sense of honor and justice, as well as for the 
great estimetion in which they held the servi- 
cen and virtues of general D'Evereus. 

From an advertisement in the Caracas Ga. 
zeite of the Gril Deceinber, it appears that ge- 
overal D'Evereur wus then in (hat city, and 
about to depart, probsbiy for the interior. 

Revolution in the Braztls —AÀ parsenger waa 
put on board the steam-boat Virginia on her 
passage from Norf!k here, from the brig Reso- 
lution, in 36 days from FPernembuco, which 
sailed the 10th of November. 

He states, that there had been a complete 
revolution throughout the Brazils. The gover- 
nor and staff had been shipped off from Per- 
nambuco, and the prince royal had been sent 
from Rio Janetre. The same state of things 
existed al St. Saivadore and Moute Video 
there wav SOine resistance made ut Pernambuco 
by the royal trooy:3, but after ubout 100 being 
killed, were compeiled to vucrender.
